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TO THE VOTERS AND TAXPAYERS OF THE 
TOWN OF HOOKSETT 


The year 1956 has drawn to a close and accordingly, the Board 
of Selectmen submits for your approval a report of their activities 
in the administration of the Town's government for the past year. 


The Selectmen feel that the year 1956 was the most progres- 
siveas wellas the most decisive of any in the history of our Town. 


The State of New Hampshire with their enlarged and expanded 
program of Super Highway construction has seen fit to make Hook- 
sett the''cross roads''of New Hampshire. This fact, together with 
the establishment of a six hundred acre Industrial Park in the very 
center of our Town, will undoubtedly make Hooksett an area of 
rapid residential and industrial growth for years to come, indeed 
the effects have already been noted. 


We feel that a very carefully planned program must be insti- 
tuted to take care of our expanding needs and at the same time to 
keep our tax situation in the proper perspective. 


Already the State Tax Commission is at work on the monu- 
mental task of reassessing the Town of Hooksett. It is hoped that 
this reassessment will straighten out any inequalities that may now 
exist in our tax structure and at the same time provide a basis for 
the fair evaluation of any future residential or industrial property. 


The past year has seen the completion of a fine water works 
in the central area of the Town. It will be remembered that the 
cost of the original survey for this water system was borne by the 
entire town through an article voted upon favorably at the 1954 
Town Meeting. The fruits of that small investment will soon be 
realized in increased tax revenue, resulting from a greatly in- 
creased evaluation of property in that area. The Board of Select- 
men take this opportunity to congratulate the commissioners of the 
Central Hooksett Water Precinct on the fine job they have done in 
implementing the construction of the water system in the Martin's 
Corner section of Hooksett. 


George A. Cook has turned in his usual fine performance as 
chief of our highway department. Maintenance of our highways was 
carried out under particularly adverse conditions, both at the end 
of the 1955-56 winter season and at the beginning of the 1956-57 
winter season; nevertheless our highways were maintained at a 
high standard. During the year, a considerable amount of new 
streets were added to our highway system. These included a con- 
tinuation of Susan Avenue in the Lincoln Park Section, a continua- 
tion of North Reading Street, off from Wellington Road, and the 
construction of ''Morse Drive" and "Birch Hill Drive" in the Vil- 
lage. It is anticipated that substantial amounts of new streets or 
continuation of old ones will be accepted by the Board of Select- 
men in 1957. 


The Town authorized the Selectmen under Article 10 of the 
1956 Warrant, to purchase for the sum of $1, 200.00, a load-pack 
unit for the collection of rubbish. This article was implemented 
according to the provisions, and the town is now in possession of 
the above unit. This unit has not only saved us a substantial amount 
of money but has contributed much from a safety standpoint to the 
happiness of the men engaged in the collection of rubbish; this 
load-pack unit has enabled us to save time enough in the collection 
of rubbish so that it will be possible to cover the whole town for 
rubbish collection in 1957 should it be desired. 


Our Police and Fire Departments continue to give us efficient 
protection on extremely economical budgets. The morale of these 
departments is high and this fact can be attributed only to the in- 
terest and high quality of the leadership of the Chiefs of the de- 
partments. The No. 2 Fire Department has just completed an 
addition to the South Hooksett Fire Station, consisting of a large 
utility room. This room is in keeping with the architecture of the 
building and is a welcome addition. All of the work and most of the 
materials were contributed by the department, and interested citi- 
zens; again this represents the above mentioned high morale. It 
was with deep regret that the Board of Selectmen accepted the re- 
signation of Leo N. Sasseville as Chief of Fire Department No. 2. 
Maurice Boisvert was appointed Chief in place of Sasseville and is, 
in the opinion of the Selectmen, doing an excellent job of carrying 
on the work of the department. 


In closing this brief written report, let us re-iterate our be- 
lief, that the Town of Hooksett has arrived at that decisive point at 
whichthe most careful and exhaustive planning is necessary for our 
continued growth and future prosperity.

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TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hooksett in the (L.S.) County of 
Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Hook- 
sett on Tuesday, the twelfth (12th) day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects at eleven 
of the clock in the forenoon. Polls will close at 7 P.M. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of two (2%) 
per cent on all taxes, except poll taxes, paid on or before the fif- 
teenth (15th) day of July, and to grant the Selectmen authority to 
extend this date if unable to get tax rate from State Tax Commis- 
sion as of July 1st. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of the 1957 taxes, to be repaid therefrom. 


4. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, 
Agents, Auditors and Committees, or other officers heretofore 
chosen or appointed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not exceeding one hundred ($100.00) dollars, to the Merrimack 
Valley Region Association as the Town’s proportionate share in 
publicizing and promoting all interests in this Region, or act in 
relation thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of four hundred and twenty-three dollars and sixty-one cents 
($423.61) the State to furnish two thousand eight hundred twenty- 
four dollars and eight cents ($2,824.08), the same to be expended 
under the State Highway Departmentfor Class V Town Road Assis- 
tance, or take any action thereto. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


sum of forty ($40.00) dollars to install one (1) street light at the 
corner of Morse Drive and the Daniel Webster Highway.

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of one hundred and twenty ($120.00) dollars to install three (3) 
street lights on North Reading Street. Inserted by petition. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of eighty ($80.00) dollars for the installation of two (2) street 
lights on South Elmer Avenue. Inserted by petition. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of seven hundred ($700.00) dollars to purchase land to enlarge 
Head’s Cemetery. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to have the reading of the ar- 
ticles in the Town Warrant begin at 7 P.M. on election day; the 
polls to be open from 10 A.M. until 6:30 P.M., rescinding all prior 
inconsistent votes of the Town on the subject. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars to extend the garbage col- 
lection to all sections of the Townnot receiving same service as of 
now. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars, to be amortized over a 
five year period, to complete construction of the Town Garage 
started in 1956. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to ratify and confirm the ac- 
tion of the Selectmen in fixing the size of the Planning Board at 
seven (7) members. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 31, Sections 57 to 59 inclusive of the Revised Laws Anno- 
tated, and raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred ($500. 00) 
for this purpose. 

Chapter 31, section 57 is as follows: Towns may grant 
pensions toany fireman, police officer, or constable, who, by rea- 
son of permanent disability, directly incurred in the performance 
of his official duty, is no longer able to perform services in such 
capacity, or who has served faithfully for not less than 25 years; 
provided that no pension shall be granted for more than one year at 
atime. The maximum amount of such pension shall be in the case 
of a permanent man one-half ofthe pay received by him at the time 
of his retirement, or disabilityin case of a part-time man, or spe- 
cial man, five hundred ($500. 00) dollars. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordi- 
nance: 


TOWN OF HOOKSETT 
AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO TAXICABS 
SECTION 1. 
PROHIBITION 


No person shall operate a taxicab in the Town of Hook- 
sett unless both the vehicle and the operator thereof shall be li- 
censed in accordance with this ordinance. 


SECTION 2. 
DEFINITIONS 


The word taxicab shall mean any motor vehicle used in the 
call and demand transportation of passengers for compensation to 
and from points designated by the passengers and not operated on 
a fixed schedule between fixed termini, or any such vehicle leased 
or rented, or held for leasing or renting, with or without a driver. 
An operator of a taxicab shall mean the driver thereof. 


SECTION 3. 
TAXICAB LICENSE 


A taxicab license shall be issued by the Board of Select- 
men, upon application of the owner of such vehicle, provided the 
Board shall find that the operation of such taxicab shall be for the 
public convenience; and further provided that the owner of the ve- 
hicle shall pay the fee prescribed in Section 6 and deposit the cer- 
tificates of insurance required by Section 5. 


SECTION 4. 
OPERATORS LICENSE 


A taxicab operator’s license shall be issued by the Board 
of Selectmen, upon application of the person desiring the license, 
provided that such person shall provide evidence that he has been 
issueda commercial operator’s license by the State of New Hamp- 
shire andis of good moral character; and further provided that he 
shall pay the fee prescribed in Section 6. 


SECTION 5 
INSURANCE REQUIRED 


Before a taxicab license shall be issued, the owner of the 
vehicle shall deposit with the Board of Selectmen certificates of 
insurance showing the coverage on the vehicle to be licensed. Such 
insurance shallbe written witha company satisfactory to the Board 
of Selectmen and the limits for public liability shall not be less 
than $10,000. for each person and $20,000. for each accident and 
the limit for property damage shall not be less than $5,000. 


SECTION 6. 
FEES 





The annual fee for each taxicab license shall be $15.00 
and the annual fee for each operator’s license shall be $1.00. 
SECTION 7. 
REVOCATION 
Any license issued under the provisions of this ordinance 
may be revoked by the Board of Selectmen for any violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance or any violation of the laws of the 
State of New Hampshire relative to motor vehicles or the operation 
of motor vehicles. 
SECTION 8. 
VIOLATIONS 


The violation of any provision of this ordinance shall be 
punishable by a fine of not more than $25.00 for each offense. 


SECTION 9. 
TAKES EFFECT 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.

TOWN OF HOOKSETT 
AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO ALL NIGHT PARKING 
SECTION 1. 
PROHIBITION 
All night parking is prohibited on all public roads, or 
highways,inthe Townof Hooksett during the period from November 
1 to May 1 of each year. 
SECTION 2. 
PENALTY 
Any vehicle so parked in violation of Section 1 shall be 
towed away and stored in a public garage; and shall be released 
only after the owner or operator has paid the charges ae such tow- 
ing and storage. 
SECTION 3. 
TAKES EFFECT 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.

Ordinance: 


PROPOSED ZONING ORDINANCE 
Prepared by the Planning Board 
for the 
Town of Hooksett, New Hampshire 


ARTICLE I 
PREAMBLE 


In pursuance of authority conferred by Chapter 31, Sec- 
tions 60-89, N. H. Revised Statutes, Annotated, 1955, and for the 
purpose of promoting the health, safety, morals, prosperity, con- 
venience of general welfare, as well as. efficiency and economy in 
the process of development, of the inhabitants of the incorporated 
Town of Hooksett, New Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, providing adequate areas between build- 
ings and various rights of way, by preserving the rural charm now 
attached to our town, the promotion of good civic design and 
arrangements, wise and efficient expenditure of public funds, and 
the adequate provision of public utilities and other public require- 
ments, and by other means, now therefore the following Ordinance 
is hereby enacted by the voters of the Town of Hooksett, New 
Hampshire, in official Town meeting convened. 


ARTICLE IU 
DISTRICTS 


For the purpose of this ordinance the Town of Hooksett is 
divided into districts as shown on the zoning map filed with the 
Town Clerk and dated February 7,1957and including the following: 
(1) Residential District; (2) General Residence and Agricultural 
District; (3) Commercial District; (4) Industrial District. 


ARTICLE MI 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 
A. No junk yard or place for the storage of discarded ma- 
chinery, vehicles, or other scrap materials shall be maintained in 
any District. 
B. No owner or occupant of land in any District shall permit 
fire or other ruins to be left but shall remove the same to ground 


level within two years except in case of hardship an extension of 
time could be granted. 
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C. The removal of sod, loam, clay, sand, gravel, or other 
natural inorganic material from any premises in any District is 
allowedininstances when such removal is (1) incidental to the law- 
ful construction or alteration ofa building or structure, or the law- 
ful construction of a way (including driveway), on the portion of the 
premises where removal occurs; or (2) incidental to the construc- 
tion or operation of public works by the Town or the State at the 
location where the removal occurs. Otherwise, the removal of 
such materials or any of them from any premises in any District 
is prohibited except that such removal may be authorized by the 
Board of Adjustment by special permit in any instance where the 
Board determines thatthe removal willbe advantageous to the pre- 
mises inquestion or to the neighborhood or otherwise desirable and 
will be of such character and can be so accomplished that by pro- 
per re-grading, re-loaming, re-seeding, or other means which 
shall be required assure that the premises will be left in sightly 
condition and protected against erosion. No permit shall be re- 
quired to move soil or any natural inorganic material within the 
confines of one's property. 


D. Sanitary Protection 
1. No cesspool, septic tank, or sewage disposal area 
shall be constructed or maintained less than 75 feet from 
the edge of a public water body; from a well; and at 
least 25 feet from the property line. 


2. No waste waters or sewage shall be permitted to run 
free into a public water body or be discharged in any way 
that may be offensive or detrimental to the health of others. 
All such waste shall be conveyed away underground through 
use of an accepted sanitary system or in such a way that 
it will not be offensive or detrimental to health. 


3. All dwellings and sanitary systems should be con- 
structed and maintained in accordance with standards set 
and enforced by the N. H. State Department of Health and 
by the N. H. Water Pollution Commission. 


E. No buildingorland shall hereafter be used or occupied and 


no building or part thereof shall be erected, moved, or altered ex- 
cept in conformity with the regulations. 
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F. Any uses that may be obnoxious or injurious by reason of 
the production or emission of odor, dust, smoke, refuse matter, 
fumes, noise vibrations, or similar conditions, or that are dan- 
gerous to the comfort, peace, enjoyment, health or safety of the 
community or lending to its disturbance or annoyance are prohibit- 


ed. 


ARTICLE IV 


RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 


A building may be erected, and a lot may be used or occupied, 
for the following purposes, and in accordance with the following 
provisions: 


A. 


Uses Permitted 


1. Single-family and two-family dwellings. 


2. Churches, synagogues, parish houses, convents, hos- 
pitals, sanatoriums, day nurseries and kindergartens, re- 
creational and community center buildings, and grounds 
for games and sports, except those carried on primarily 
for gains. 


3. Municipal buildings, schools and institutions of higher 
education. 


4. Residences may be used to house uses by the owner or 
tenant as offices for doctor, engineer, architect, lawyer, 
real estate, and insurance, or other recognized profes- 
sion, or home occupation such as hair-dressing, barber 
shops, dressmaking, manufacture of craft products for 
sale, or manufacture of food products, except that the 
number of persons employed at any one location shall not 
number morethan four persons in addition to the owner or 
tenant. 


5. Farm and garden activities are permitted when inci- 
dental to primary residential use, but any use injurious, 
obnoxious, or offensive to the neighborhood is prohibited. 
6. Home produce and productsmay be bought and sold and 
exposed for sale. 
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B. Required Lot Area 


The lot area where public water is available shall not be 
less than 10,000 square feet, and the frontage not less than 100 
feet provided however that a one-family or two-family dwelling may 
be constructed on a record lot or parcel of land of record at the 
time this Ordinance becomes effective regardless of the area or 
width of such lot, provided the yard and other requirements pre- 
scribed are complied with. Vacant lots in the same ownership hav- 
ing in the aggregate a continuous frontage of 100 feet or more shall 
not be subject to this exception; however, the Board of Adjustment, 
upon being petitioned, may allow slight exceptionsto the required 
lot size. 


B-1. Without water or sewage, lots shall be 150 x 150 
feet; however, the Board of Adjustment, upon being pe- 
titioned, may allow slight exceptions to the required lot 
size. 


B-2. Any one desiring to build a residence on an existing 
lot smaller than the size lot as described in Art. IV Bis 
required to submit a plan for the proposed residence, for 
approval by the Board of Adjustment. 


B-3. Any proposed sub-division must submit a plan for 
approval to the Board of Adjustment, but in any event lot 
areas shall not be less than 100 x 100 feet, and all build- 
ings must conform to all of the regulations of this zoning 
ordinance. 


C. Percentage of Lot Coverage 


All buildings, including accessory buildings, shall not cov- 
er more than thirty (30) percent of the area of the lot. 


D. Yards Required 


Each lot shall have front, side, and rear yards not less 
than the depths or width following: 


1. There shall be a front yard on each lot which shall be 
not less than twenty-five (25) feet in depth from the front 
yard line. 


2. On each interior lot, side yards shall be provided in 


an aggregate minimum width of thirty (30) feet with a mi- 
nimum of fifteen (15) feet for any one side yard. 
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3. On each corner lot there shall be a side yard abuttin 
the street having a width of not less than twenty-five (25 
feet. 


4. On any lot, in any side yard not abutting a street, a de- 
tached private garage may be erected and maintained 
within the rear quarter of the lot if not closer to the side 
lot line than four (4) feet. 


E. Trailers and Mobile Homes 


1. A single trailer or a single mobile home may be lo- 
cated anywhere in this district, provided it meets all frontage, 
front yard, side and back yard, minimum land area and sanitary 
protection requirements in this Ordinance. 


2. The use of land for the accommodation of a trailer 
and or a mobile home for payment is prohibited except in the case 
where such now exist. However, any property owner or lessee may 
accommodate the trailer ofa non-paying guest for a period not ex- 
ceeding thirty (30) days in any one year. . 


F. Signs 


Property owners with business, profession, or service 
enterprises shall be allowed two advertising signs not to total over 
eight (8) square feet in area for each sign; also, two signs per- 
taining to the lease, sale, or use of a lot or building on which 
placed, shall not exceed a total area of five (5) square feet. A per- 
mit must be secured from the Board of Adjustment for signs other 
than those above specified. This applies to all Districts. 


ARTICLE V 
GENERAL RESIDENCE AND AGRICULTURAL DISTRICT 
A building may be erected, altered or used, and a lot may 
be used or occupied for any of the following purposes,and in accor- 
dance with the following provisions: 

A. Any use permitted in the Residential District under the 
same provisions as apply to residences in those Districts, except 
that lot areas shall be governed by Article V, C. 

B. All general farming and forestry activities. 


C. Required Lot Area 
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No lot shall be less than 150 x 150 feet, except that where 
lots are located on the exterior of a curving street,a shorter front 
dimension shall be permitted provided the average width of the lot 
measured across its center shall be 150 feet. However, the Board 
of Adjustment upon being petitioned, may allow slight exceptions to 
the required size of the lots. 


D. Percentage of Lot Coverage 


All buildings, including accessory buildings, shall not 
cover more than thirty (30) percent of the area of the lot. 


E. Yards Required 
To comply with Article IV D. 

F. Trailers and Mobile Homes; Trailer Parks and Mobile 
Homes Parks 
1. Trailers and Mobile homes. 


A single trailer or a single mobile home may be lo- 
cated anywhere in this District provided it meets all fron- 
tage, front yard, side and back yard, minimum land area, 
and Sanitary Protection requirements in this ordinance. 


2. New Trailer Parks and Mobile home Parks. 


Trailer parks and mobile home parks may be located 
anywhere in this District provided that they are 200 feet 
distant from the nearest dwelling at the time of establish- 
ment and further provided that: 


a. Each mobile home space shall contain a minimum of 
2400 square feet; shall be at least 25 feet wide; and 
shallabut on a roadway of not less than 30 feet, if off- 
street parking is provided, otherwise 40 feet. Such 
spaces shall be clearly defined, and trailers or mo- 
bile homes shall be parked in such spaces so that 
there will be a minimum of 15 feet between trailers 
or mobile homes and so that no trailer or mobile 
home will be less than 10 feet from the exterior 
boundary of the park. 


b. In all trailer and mobile home parks roadways shall 


be well drained, graveled, hard-surfaced or paved and 
maintained in good condition and be lighted at night. 
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~* ec. Access roads shall be providedto each trailer or mo- 
bile home space. Each access road shall be contin- 
uous; shall connect with a street or highway; and 
shall have a minimum width of 20 feet. 


d. Areas shall be provided for the parking of motor ve- 
hicles. Such areas shall accomodate at least the 
number of vehicles equal to the number of trailer or 
mobile home spaces provided. 

ARTICLE VI 
COMMERCIAL DISTRICTS 
A. A building may be erected, altered or used, and a lot may 
be used or occupied for any of the following purposes and in ac- 
cordance with the following provisions: 

1. Any use permitted in the General Residence and Agri- 

cultural District under the same provisions as apply to 

residences in said District. 

2. Lodging houses, apartment houses, hotels, inns, mo- 

tels, tourist courts cabins, including such retail business 

within these permitted buildings as are conducted for the 
convenience of the residents or guests shall be permitted. 

3. Shops, restaurants, and other retail establishments. 

4. Garages, parking lots, and filling stations. 

5. Business offices. 

6. Theatres, halls, clubs, amusement centers. 


7. Greenhouse, florist shop. 

8. Undertaking establishment. 

9. Wholesale establishments. 
B. Yards Required 


1. There shall be a front yard on each lot which shall 
not be less than thirty-five (35) feet in depth. 


¢: fash side yard shall be not less than twenty-five (25) 
eet. 
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3. There shall be a rear yard on each lot the depth of 
which shall not be less than twenty (20) feet. 


C. Percentage of Lot Coverage 


Not more than seventy-five (75) percent of the area of any 
lot shall be occupied by buildings, except when authorized as a 
special exception by the Board of Adjustment. 


D. Parking 


If any proposed use is such to attract vehicles, ample 
ppace shall be provided on the property to accomodate all such ve- 
icles. 


ARTICLE Vil 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT 


All industrial establishments in this District shall abide by the 
Protective Covenant Standards of the New Hampshire Industrial 
Park Authority. Other industries may locate within the Town upon 
receiving permission of the Board of Adjustment. 


| ARTICLE VII 
NONCONFORMING USES AND BUILDINGS 


A. Any nonconforming use of land or building (other than 
uses specified in B. and C. below) may continue in their present 
use, except that any nonconforming use or building may not be: 


1. Changed to another nonconforming use; 


2. Re-established after discontinuance for one year ex- 
cept to a use conforming to this ordinance; 


3. Extended or enlarged; except by approval of the 
Board of Adjustment; 


B. No junk yard may continue as a nonconforming use for 
more than one year after the effective date of this ordinance, 
except that a junk yard may continue as a nonconforming use 
if within that period it is completely enclosed within a con- 
tinuous solid fence of such height, not less than eight feet high 
in any case, as to screen completely the operations of the 
junk yard. Plans of such building or fence shall be approved 
by the Board of Selectmen before it is erected. 
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C. No outdoor advertising structure may continue as a non- 
conforming use for more than two years after the effective 
date of this ordinance unless it is designed to direct attention 
to a business or profession conducted on the premises. 


ARTICLE IX 
ENFORCEMENT 


A. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen, and the 
Boardis hereby given power and authority to enforce the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


B. Upon any well founded information that this Ordinance is 
being violated the Selectmen shall take immediate steps to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordinance by seeking an injunction in the Su- 
perior Court or by any other legal action. 


ARTICLE X 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this Ordinance and 
thereafter as terms expire or vacancies occur, the Board of Se- 
lectmen shall make appointments to a Board of Adjustment of five 
members conforming in duties to the provisions of Chapter 31 of 
the N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. Thereafter as terms 
expire or vacancies occur, the appointing authority shall be re- 
sponsible for filling vacancies and maintaining full membership on 
the Board of Adjustment. The Board of Adjustment shall conform 
in membership and term of office to the provisions of Section 67, 
Chapter 31, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. In addition to 
the general powers granted said Board by said Chapter 31, it may 
in harmony with and subject to its provisions: 


A. Waive the Residential District frontage requirement 
where there are unusual conditions of street curvature. In such 
cases, however, the average width of the lot shall be equal to or 
greater than the frontage requirements. 


B. Permit in a Commercial District manufacturing which is 
incidental to a retail business where articles are sold at retail on 
the premises and where not more than five (5) operators are em- 
ployed in such manufacturing. 


C. Permit in the Residential-Agricultural District an indus- 
try which proves it can and will meet the following requirements: 
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1. Be located at least 60’ from the edge of any right of 
way, and not less than 20’ from each side and rear bound- 
ary line. 
2. Provide adequate parking facilities for 

a. Freight and delivery trucks, and 

b. Employee parking. 


3. Will not offend by reason of the emission of smoke, 
dust, gas, noise, odor or fumes. 


ARTICLE XI 
AMENDMENTS 
This Ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of any le- 
gal town meeting when such amendmentis published in the warrant 
calling for the meeting, and when such amendment has received a 
public hearing, which hearing has been advertised and given a legal 
fifteen day notice. 
ARTICLE XIU 
PENALTY 
Every person, persons, firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance, shall be fined not more than ten 
dollars upon conviction for each day such violation may exist. 
ARTICLE XI 
SAVING CLAUSE 


The invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not 
effect the validity of any other provision. 


ARTICLE XIV 
WHEN EFFECTIVE 
This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
ARTICLE XV 
DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, certain terms are defined 
as provided in this section. 
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A. Homeproduce and products means andincludes everything 
of an agricultural nature grown, produced, conditioned or otherwise 
carried on the property of the resident, also such articles as are 
manufactured or altered by members of the household of the bona 
fide resident of any property. 


B. Right of Way means and includes all town, state and fed- 
eral highways and the land on either side of same as covered by 
statutes to determine the widths of the rights of way. 


C. Tourist Home means any place consisting of a room or 
group of rooms located on one premises where transient accomo- 


dations for sleeping or living purposes for not more than six per- 
sons are provided for a price. 


D. Accessory building means a building subordinate to the 
main building on a lot used for purposes customarily incidental to 
those of the main building. 


E. Trailer Park or Mobilehome Park means a land area 
occupied or designed for occupancy by two or more trailers in use 
for living purposes. 


F. Front Yard. <A space extending for a full width of a lot 
between the extreme frontline of a building and the nearest side of 
the right of way. 


G. Frontage means the length of the lot bordering on the pub- 
lic right of way. 


H. Junk means any old metals, old bottles, cotton or woolen 
mill waste, unfinished cloth, unfinished cottonor woolen mill yarns, 
old paper products, old rubber products, two or more unregistered 
motor vehicles which are unfitfor use on highways, used parts and 
materials or motor vehicles which are unfit for use on highways, 
used parts and materials or motor vehicles, and other second hand 
articles the accumulation of whichis detrimental or injurious to the 
neighborhood. 


J. Nonconforming building or structure. A nonconforming 
building or structure is a building or structure, the use of which, 
in whole or in part, does not. conform to the use regulations of the 
district in which the building or structure is located. 


K. Nonconforming use. A nonconforming use is a use in any 


building or structure which does not conform to the use regulations 
of the District in which such use exists. 
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L. Record Lot. Land designated as a separate and distinct 
parcelina legally recorded deed filed in the records of Merrimack 
County, New Hampshire. 


M. Lot Line. A line dividing one lot from another. 


N. Sub-Division. Any proposed residential developement of 
two (2) or more residences. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Build- 
ing Regulations: 


PROPOSED BUILDING REGULATIONS 
Prepared by the Planning Board 
for the 
Town of Hooksett, New Hampshire 


1. No building or structure shall be erected, unless in com- 
pliance with the following: 


a. FOUNDATIONS: All structures shall be set on solid 
foundations of cement, brick, stone or other accept- 
able masonry except that in special cases where 
buildings are to be used for accessory use, indus- 
trial use, warehouse and the like, the Board of Ad- 
justment may waive the requirements of this section 
and permit the use of wood, metal or masonry piers. 


b. BUILDING: Must be framed according to good build- 
ing practices and outside walls shall be covered with 
permanent materials customarily used such as wood, 
or fire resistant shingles, sidings, clapboards, brick, 
stucco, concrete or cinder block or other acceptable 
materials. 


c. CHIMNEY CONSTRUCTION: 1. No chimney shall be 
built, erected, or altered below the roof unless con- 
taining a tile or brick lining and with an iron clean- 
out door at or near its base, and shall extend at least — 
18 inches above the peak of the roof. No chimney 
shall be built, erected, or altered below the roof hav- 
ing wood or other combustible materials within one 
inch of the chimney and no chimney shall have its 
base resting upon any floor or beam of combustible 
material. 
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2. No smoke pipes shall be installed or erected so 
as to be within twelve (12) inches of any combustible 
floor, ceiling, wall or partition, unless amply pro- 
tected with non-combustible material. No smoke pipe 
shall be installed or erected which passes into or 
through partitions or walls of combustible material, 
except when guarded by a double collar of metal with 
air space of at least five (5) inches, or by at least 
five (5) inches of brick or other non-combustible ma- 
terial between the pipe and the combustible material. 


d. SEWERAGE: All dwellings and all commercial,pub- 
lic or industrial buildings shall be connected to an 
adequate sewage disposal system. 


2. BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT: Refer to Article 10 of the 
proposed Zoning Ordinance. 


3. MINIMUM BUILDING AREA: Every dwelling unit to be 
used by a single family shall have a minimum ground floor area of 
four hundred square feet. 


4. ENFORCEMENT: Upon any well-founded information that 
this Ordinance is being violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own 
initiative, take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 


5. TAKES EFFECT: This Ordinance shall take effect upon 
its passage.

REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


I herewith submit for your approval my twenty- -fourth annual 
report as Road Agent for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


The rubbish collecting has increased during this year so that 
we are picking up from 705 families and 56 business places. 


On August 8, 1956 we received the Mack Truck and Carwood 
Load Packer from the city of Concord. The average weekly hours 
picking up with the Dodge Dump Truck for 32 weeks from January 
1, 1956 to August 11, was 22 hours per week with travel mileage of 
167 miles ,while the average weekly hours with the load packer was 
17 hours per week with travel mileage of 89 miles. The cost per 
family for the year was .09 per week and for the business places 
.36 per week, the cost of digging and covering dump was $1.34 per 
day. The present dump site will be fully used by 1958.

In any suburban Town in the United States the routine of the 
day orthe silence ofthe night may be broken by the wail of the fire 
siren or the blast of the fire horn. 


Jack the milkman, Joe the baker, Tom the Grocer, at the first 
sound will stop his work, run to his car and proceed to his respec- 
tive fire station, put on his equipment and be off to the fire, be ita 
grass fire, a house burning, or the scene of a disaster.

Superintendent - ALFRED COLLERETTE 
Report of Water Commissioners 


During 1956 negotiations in progress with the State Highway 
Department regarding the Central New Hampshire Turnpike were 
brought to a successful conclusion and the Turnpike has been con- 
structed with no resulting damage to the Precinct’s water supply 
and without reducing the area of the water shed of Pinnacle Pond. 


The system has continued to grow with the installation of 140 
feet of 8 inch main, 1400 feet of 6 inch main and 862 feet of 2 inch 
main; and the installation of 7 new services. In addition there has 
been installed one new hydrant and two of the old hydrants on the 
old mill line have been replaced. 


It is anticipated that during the coming year an additional 
1650 feet of 6 inch pipe and 2 new hydrants will be installed. Pipe 
for this extension is already on hand and the work will probably be 
completed this spring. 
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Funds for these two major extensions were obtained through 
the issue of Precinct notes, in accordance with a vote at the last 
Precinct Meeting. Payments for the retirement of these notes, to- 
vether with the sum of $1,000. which is required to complete the 
1957 Main Extension program has resulted in an increase in this 
year’s budget of approximately $3,000.00.

3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine andappoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers 
or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obli- 
gations of the district, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state foundation aidfund together with other income; the school 
board to certify tothe selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hooksett: 


May I present my tenth annual report of the schools of Hook- 
settand atthe same time express my thanks to you and all persons 
who have sincerely tried to understand and develop an educational 
program both academically and materialistically for the youth of 
the town. 


Because of the increase in enrollments two teachers were 
added this year -- one in the eighth grade and one in the sixth 
grade. This brings the total number of teachers to eighteen. Of 
the 18 this year, Mrs. Duncan, who replaced Miss Downing, Miss 
Van Horn, who replaced Mrs. Botop, are new. Since the sixth 
grade children in the entire district are now transported to the 
Village School, another teacher, Mrs. DeAngeles, was added. Mrs. 
Faneuf taught Grade 7 last year, but since this class has grown so 
large it had to be split as an eighth grade, and she was moved 
along with half of the class while Mr Dupont, a new teacher, has 
the other half. To take Mrs. Faneuf’s room in Grade 7, Mrs. Hal- 
vorson was elected. 


The remainder of the staff returned from a year ago -- Mrs. 
Edmunds, Mrs. Johnson, and Mrs. Clough at Lincoln Park; Mrs. 
O’Brien, Mrs. Allen, and Mr. Brendle at Martin’s Corner; and 
Mrs. Bean, Mrs. Sullivan, Mrs. English, Mrs. Montrone, Miss 
Lally, Mr. O’Neil, and Mrs. Faneuf at the Village School. 


Up to February 1, 1957 there have been 454 children register- 
ed in the schools. Of these Lincoln Park has contributed 85, 
Grades 1-5; Martin’s, 70,Grades 1-5; and the Village 299, Grades 
1-8. This total is for the school year to date 1956-1957. For the 
sake of the record as well as curiosity, let us look at the registra- 
tion for a full year 12 years ago. In1945-46, 12 years ago, the to - 
tal registration for the district was 234 pupils. Of these there 
were 57 in Lincoln Park, Grades 1-8; 51 at Martin’s, Grades 1-8; 
and 126 at the Village, Grades 1-8. In 12 years there are nearly 
twice aS many pupils with twice as many teachers.

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THE HOOKSETT INDUSTRIAL PARK 


The Hooksett Industrial Park is the first project of the New Hampshire 
Industrial Park Authority, a creation of the 1955 New Hampshire Legislature. 


The park occupies land formerly or presently owned by the Manchester 
Sand, Gravel and Cement Co., Inc. Title to approximately 100 acres of this 
land has already passed from the Manchester company to the New 
Hampshire Industrial Park Authority. Title to other parcels of land will be 
transferred from time to time as the sand and gravel firm completes its 
mining operations and as the need for more land for industrial development 
is felt by the Park Authority. Eventually, it is expected that the park area 
will include approximately one square mile. 


Stage one of the development of this park consists of grading approxi- 
mately 30 acres, providing access roads and water and sewerage facilities 
to serve this acreage, and construction of the 53,000 square foot building 
for which the cornerstone is being laid today. 


The park is sponsored by the Suncook Charitable Foundation, a non- 
profit organization created in 1953 to work for the industrial development 
of an area centered in the vicinity of Hooksett. Development of the park 
is financed by the New Hampshire Industrial Park Authority, acting in 
response to a petition submitted by the Suncook Charitable Foundation. 


Original plans for the development of the Hooksett Park called for 
construction of only a 40,000 square foot general purpose building, of which 
only the shell would be completed until the final use of the building had 
been determined. However, the Raytheon Manufacturing Company of Wal- 
tham, Massachusetts, committed itself to occupying this building even before 
preliminary plans had been drawn. As a result, the building now under 
construction is being built to specifications provided by that company and is 
approximately 13,000 square feet larger than the structure originally con- 
templated. It is located on a 12 acre site and can be doubled in size when 
there is need for additional fleor space. 


The Hooksett Park is the pilot operation for New Hampshire’s industrial 
park program. The lessons learned in developing this first industrial park 
in New Hampshire will be applied in the future to other similar developments 
in other parts of the state.
